WHICH SHOWS ITS APPROPRIATENESS. 


The noise of war. the horrible 


struggles' of battles, the gro"115 °' 
the dying, the shouts of the victors, 
arc not new things along the banks 
of the Tugela, and the lulls nround 
Spion Kop have looked upon worse 
scenes of carnage than they sec now. 
Its banks have echoed and i-2-echoed 
with these sounds in the past, and 
Buller and Joubert have but added a 
few notes to its song of war. So many 
battles have taken place on the river 
wlnre IJuller and Joubert are now 
smigirlinK that it is known to the 
n;ilivcr> -s Blood river, and Is Ire- 
nmntly cr.llcd by that name among 
Ilia Boers. 


The first known battle to have oc 


i:ui red on its banks took place during 
1S32 or 1833, 
between Zulus 


Kaffirs, not far from what is now 
Weencn, although, not quite so fai 
Inland. The great Zulu chief, Tchaka 
had succeeded In conquering nearly 
nil cf the Kaffir country south of the 
TuKcla. and had driven1 the inhabi- 
laas cither to the coast or far Into the 
south, whc-n, for some reason that 
not known to this day, a large parts 
of Kaffir warriors and many gatherec 
from other tribes decided to go up tlic 
Tugela from where they were at that 
lime located near its mouth on the 
i;o.u-t. They made their journey in 
brr.ls ami continued it without in- 
terruption until among the foothills 
of the Uraakcnburgs, where their 
camp was attacked by a Zulu impi; 
but the Kaffirs escaped to their boats 
nnd rslicated down the river. 
But 


tho Zulus pursued them, and aboul 
100 miles down 
the river 
headed 


them off. The Kaffirs discovered the 
Zulus before they were aware of their 
close proxmity, r.nd determined to at 
tempt an escape inland. The larger 
pel-lion of the Zulu forces were on the 
north bank of the stream, and the 
Kaffirs therefore landed on the south 
side, nnd had 
marched some miles 


inland before the Zulus were aware 
of what had •occurred. They at once 
set out in pursuit nnd overtook them 
the next morning. The Kami's, were 
-vastly outnumbered, hut they made 
n :;ood fight, that resulted in theii 
almost complete annihilation. ' The 
few 
survivors 
were carried back 


across the Tugela into the Zulu pre- 


In 1837 the history of South Africa 


chronicled nil event that is commonly 
called "Ditayo's uprising,'" although 
this is a misnomer, for it was not 
r.n uprising at all. Ditayo was one 
of the chiefs of the Zulus under that 
human tigar Dingaan. In some way 
ho incurred Dingaan's wrath, nnd,

"I was going by steamer," he says, 
from Cebu to Jolo, my route lying 
across the sea of Jolo, nnd I esti- 
mate that on our way we passed 
through about 100 miles of snakes. 
I watched them over the side of the 
vessel, and there seemed to be no end 
to their numbers.

hnving in such n matter, but by a 
simple method of computation I have 
reckoned that there were about 5.000
